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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE 


1977 saw the completion of the Hooper log leanto. The 
logs were disassembled at the Fall Mt. High School and 
moved to the edge of Hooper land where Peter Grave's and 
his oxen team furnished the muscle to move the logs into 
the site. Holes for beams were dug and a foundation 
surveyed and laid with the help of Julius Christie. The 
leanto was reassembled over several weeks during the 
springtime. Bob Galloway demonstrated the art of split. 
ting cedar shingles to the high school crew, who then 
hewed their own. These were used to cap the structure. 
The shelter was dedicated on May 28, 1977 to Albert 
Fletcher for all his help to the Hooper Institute. 

The Hooper lands were improved in other ways during 
1977. Wildlife tree plantings of crabapple and honey- 
suckle now grace one section of the slope between the 
community gardens and the pond. Between the gardens and 
the road, 700 more spruce and fir trees were planted to 
add to the burgeoning Hooper tree farm. 100 highbush 
cranberry and 100 autumn olive also rim Hooper land in 
hopes of attracting wild turkeys and other wildlife. 
These same shrubs were also planted around the Walpole 
School. 

Community gardens were again a big success. At least 
a dozen families, as well as four school classes used the 
20° by 30° plots, marked by Gary Kernozicky'’s 7th grade 
math classes. Indoor gardening began in late winter in 
both Walpole and North Walpole schools, and eventually 
moved outdoors at both sites, as classes planted gardens 
there. 

Winter, 1977 was an active time in the schools. Almost 
every class had an opportunity to snowshoe. Many studied 
tracks and other animal signs. Fourth graders studied 
wood and even made their own paper. Fifth graders learn- 
ed about the bobcat and practiced their letter writing 
skills as they lobbied to support a trapping moratorium 
on the species. A nutrition project occupied many of the 
North Walpole classes. David Blair taught a special 
ornithology class at the High School for several weeks 
in the spring. Turkey Club made weekly after-school 
forays into the vicinity. 

Christmas trees were recycled into wood chips, while 
at the other end of the spectrum, townspeople stalked 
their woodlands in search of "Big Trees." The winner 
was a red oak 20' in circumference found by the Brittons. 

Many resource people added diversity to Hooper 
Institute programs during the year. Shelley Osborne 
completed a weaving class and projects in the Walpole 
School. Ted Walski from N.H. Fish and Game led the 
search for wild turkeys on a February hike. Ted Levin 
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of N.H. Audubon's Willard Pond Sanctuary, conducted 

a class on raptors at the High School in both the spring 
and fall. The Andros's loaned their field to woodcock 
watchers on two special occasions in April. Other 
special activities included spring and fall hawk 
Migration watches from Table Rock on Fall Mt., as well 
as a school trip to Clark's Sugar House in March. 

1977 saw a major transition in personnel for the 
Hooper Institute. David Blair left to return to 
Harrisville, N.H. and begin work for the Harris Center 
for Conservation Education in Hancock. Eloise Clark was 
hired to replace him as Director, beginning in Septem- 
ber. Thus there were no formal summer programs at the 
Hooper Institute for 1977. However, that didn't keep 
the gardens from quietly growing! 

The return of school saw the exodus of hawks from the 
northlands. North Walpole 4-6 grades and Walpole 5th 
became active observers and recorders of their migration, 
as well as the weather conditions which coincided. 

Most classes explored the autumn woods and fields look- 
ing for signs of animals preparing for winter, as well 
as studying seeds and how they travel. “Turkey Talk" 
was the theme for November classes, and in December, 
evergreens and conifers dominated discussion. 

Many classes began some basic studies of ecology, 
learning about food chains, while the 7th grade has begun 
an extended unit on ecology. High School classes and the 
Walpole 6th have learned about use of a map and compass, 
and practiced a bit of orienteering. 

Teachers have received weekly information sheets pert- 
inent to seasonal changes and ideas for related activit-— 
ies they can use in their classrooms. 

Fall programs for the community have included monthly 
stargazing sessions, as well as moon migration watches, 
and a session on owls. 

The Hooper Institute programs have continued to reach 
the children of Walpole during 1977. Much has been 
accomplished with the generous help and effort of many 
members of the Community. To all, a hearty "Thank 
Yous"

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
1s Pe Meth 


Growth in the number of books loaned in 1977 as 
compared to the number loaned in 1976 indicates a 
continued increase in interest and in use of the 
services which our library provides. Virginia Putnam 
and Phyllis Ives in the Bridge Memorial Library and 
Shirley Capron in the North Walpole Library have done 
well in providing these services. 

Upon the recommendation of a heating engineer, the 
hot air heating ducts under the back room in the Bridge 
Memorial Library have been insulated. As a result of 
this work there is a saving in fuel, and the library is 
now more comfortable during the cold months. If money 
were available to build a vestibule for the front door, 
further fuel would be saved, and the library would be 
more comfortable during the winter season. 

New steel book racks and a new floor mat were added 
at the North Walpole Library. 

The trustees felt that Austin Hubbard's service as 
a library trustee for forty years should be recognized. 
In appreciation for his long service in this capacity 
the trustees obtained a set of candlesticks engraved 
with aniinscription bearing his name and length of 
service as a trustee. At a ceremony in the library in 
December in Mr. Hubbard's honor, the candlesticks were 
presented to Mr. Hubbard. These candlesticks are now 
permanently displayed on the fireplace mantel in the 
library. 

Walpole is fortunate to have a strong Friends of 
the Library organization. This year the Friends have 
given money for a projection screen and a new set of 
encyclopedias. Much time and effort was given by the 
Needleworkers’ Guild this year to complete the new 
drapes and crewel embroidery valances for the windows 
in the library. These are now installed and add much to 
the general appearance of the library. 

To supply adequate up-to-date reference encyclo- 
pedias for all types of research the trustees selected 
the World Book series. This series is well suited for 
student research work. Money from the Friends of the 
Library was used for this set. A second set of encyc- 
lopedias, The Americana, was also purchased to complement 
the World Book series, money for this set coming from 
library Funds. The Americana deals with subjects in 
greater depth and at a more adult level.

David Allen, State Biologist, and Thomas Chrisenten, 
District Conservation Officer, came to Walpole in Jan- 
uary and walked with the Commissioners around the Mill 
Pond area to evaluate the potential for recreational 
and educational use. 

During February we received and accepted for the 
Town of Walpole a land conservation agreement given by 
Anita Aldrich and Ruby Wright covering about forty (40) 
acres of farm and forest land laying between the Went-— 
worth Road and the Old Keene Road. This conservation 
agreement protects this land in perpetuity against 
commercial development. This is provided for in New 
Hampshire Law (RSA477:45) which permits any New Hamp- 
shire landowner who wants "to retain or maintain an area 
predominantly in its natural, scenic open conditions or 
in agricultural, farming, open space or forest use or in 
other use consistant with the protection of environmental 
quality" to become a grantor of a conservation agree- 
ment. 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Philbrook, representing the 
Walpole Conservation Commission, attended the annual 
Cheshire County Conservation District dinner held on 
May 25th and received the award for the outstanding 
conservation project of the year 1976 given to Walpole 
in recognition of the completion of the Bellows/Knapp 
Ravine Trail. 

Purchase was made of the Lottie Mathers property 
fronting on the Mill Pond and including about two and 
one-half (2%) acres of land and water together with 
the flowage rights of the Mill Pond. An article in last 
year's Warrant was voted appropriating funds for this 
purchase. 

We accepted a gift from R. N. Johnson for the Town 
of Walpole of a tract of land and water of about twenty- 
eight (28) acres comprising much of the Mill Pond and 
the northwestern shore with right-of-way. 

Hubbard Farms has agreed to donate to the Town of 
Walpole a parcel of woodland lying along the southeast- 
ern shore with some frontage on the Bellows Falls Road 
and containing about seven and one-half (7%) acres. 

David Allen, Biologist, and Thomas Chrisenten, 
Conservation Officer, met with the Commission again in 
June, walked the Mill Pond areas and discussed how best 
use could be arranged for educational and recreational 
purposes. The great improvement which could be accom- 
plished by a diversion from Blanchard Brook to increase 
the flow of fresh water into the Mill Pond was consider- 
ed. 
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Brian Simms, State Forester, walked with the 
Commissioners through the water company Pine (125A) 
and also parts of the Hooper lot (167A) to better 
evaluate the need for harvest or thinning. John 
Ferguson has also helped in evaluating the best manage- 
ment and use of some of our town forest land. 

Your Commission is continuing to work to locate 
and establish the correct boundaries of town owned prop- 
erties on which deeds or surveys are not entirely clear. 

The equipment purchased during 1976 to use in treat-— 
ing Elm trees to protect them from Dutch Elm Disease 
continues to be available. It is serviced and stored by 
R.N. Johnson Small Machine Division.

1977 has been a tremendous year at the Senior 
Center with expansion and consolidation of all our 
programs from counseling, outreach and meals to social 
activities and ceramics. All of the staff have done a 
yeoman’s job, and it's really paying off. 

With continuing town support and our affiliation 
with the Council on Aging, we are hoping to reach ever 
more seniors next year.

This year we are addressing ourselves to a new 
segment of the population, by serving home-bound with 
a Homemaker Service administered from this office. This 
is allowing people to remain in their homes a maximum 
number of years rather than being forced to have custo- 
dial care. 

As you will note from our figures below our ranks 
are swelling in an ever-widening circle, and we think 
this is a healthy sign. 

We project a continued increase in service with 
NO increase in town funds. This has been accomplished 
through a lot of hard work...our way of saying THANKS 
to the towns for their strong support.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE PLANNING BOARD 


The Walpole Planning Board holds regular meetings 
the second Tuesday of each month at the Walpole Town 
Hall. The Board is composed of six elected members 
plus one Selectman. Board members receive no compensa-— 
tion for their services. 

R.N. Johnson retired from the Board after more than 
a decade of dedicated service as member and Chairman of 
the Board. Henry Fletcher was elected to the Board and 
Edward Johnson was reelected to another term. 

At the organizational meeting G. Allen Holmes was 
elected Chairman; Kenneth Fredette, Secretary and Edward 
Johnson, Vice Chairman. James Hogan represented the 
Selectmen on the Board. 

A major work of the Board this past year has been 
the revision and updating of Land Subdivision Control 
Regulations to more adequately provide for orderly 
development in the best interests of the town. This 
task involved much study and extra meetings of the Board 
which worked on this project as a committee of the whole. 
Following a public hearing the Board adopted the revised 
regulations on July 19, 1977. 

State Statues require the Planning Board to approve 
all subdivisions of land before property can be deeded. 
According to state law any division of property into two 
Or more plots constitutes a subdivision. All proposed 
subdivisions require a public hearing after due notice 
of such hearing and notification of all abuttors by 
registered or certified mail. 

The Board may now require a soil capability map for 
a proposed subdivision as provided by the Cheshire County 
Soil Conservation District. Such mapping enables the 
Board to evaluate the suitability of the site for the 
proposed use. 

Where new roads are required the Planning Board 
now requires that roads be built to town specifications 
prior to approval or bonding may be required to insure 
completion without expense to the town. 

The Board recommended to the New Hampshire Depart 
ment of Public Works and Highways the construction of a 
new bridge over the Connecticut River at the location of 
the Arch Bridge or its immediate vicinity. It is opposed 
to the retention of the present Arch Bridge due to the 
probable added expense to the town of Walpole. The 
Board has also recommended that planning should be start-— 
ed as soon as possible on a bridge to replace the present 
Walpole-Westminister bridge to better and more economic-— 
ally serve the transportation needs of the area. 

Study and consideration has been given such projects 
as low income housing needs, requirements for municipal 
office space and expansion of local ordinances needed

to meet state statutory requirements. 

The required work load of the Board increases each 
year. During 1977 there were 11 regular and one special 
meetings of the Board. A total of 22 public hearings, 
work sessions and field trips were conducted.

To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate $2,500.00 to improve the ladies’ and mens’ rest 
rooms in the town hall and to authorize the withdrawal of 
the amount required for this purpose from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. By petition. 
Voted to pass over this article as it is included in 
Article 6. 


Article 14. To see if the town vill vote to raise 
and appropriate $2,000.00 to purchase a snow plow, or 
take any other action hereon. Voted to raise. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate $22,500.00 for tax maps of the town as 
required by law, or take any other action hereon. It 
was a vote to raise $22,500.00 for tax maps. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate $1,000.00 to purchase land and water 
rights at the Mill Pond, or to take any other action 
hereon.

Whereas, RSAO4-A:9 provides that in a municipality 
where there is no local housing authority operating, the 
Commission shall not operate without the consent of the 
governing body of a municipality; and 


Whereas, under the provisions of Section 8 of the 
U.S. Housing Act of 1937, as amended, the United States 
of America acting through the Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development, is authorized to enter into annual 
contributions contracts with public housing agencies 
pursuant to which such agencies may enter into contracts 
to make assistance payments to owners; 


Now therefore, be it resolved by the Town Meeting 
of the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire as follows: 


That the New Hampshire Housing Commission is author- 
ized to operate in the Town of Walpole, County of Ches- 
hire, State of New Hampshire. That said New Hampshire 
Housing Commission is authorized to sponsor a project, 
under Section 8 of the U.S. Housing Act of 1937, as 
amended, for any of the following dwelling accommodations 
or a combination thereof: (a)existing standard housing 
ten dwelling units; (b) rehabilitated housing ten dwell- 
ing units; (c) newly constructed housing ten dwelling 
units by this and all previous authorizations shall not 
exceed twenty-five dwelling units. Voted to postpone 
action on this article. 


Article 19. To transact any other business. 

Mention was made about dump stickers. Selectman 
James Hogan spoke on same. It was voted to leave the 
matter of distribution etc., to the discretion of Select- 
men.

WALPOLE YOUTH CENTER REPORT 
1977 


The Walpole Youth Center experienced a very success-— 
ful year during its 1976-77 season. Revolving primarily 
around a general drop-in center program based at the 
Hooper Institute on Friday and Saturday nights, 63 
young men and women aged 12-18 benefited by the opportun- 
ity to socialize and interact with their peers and 
establish new relations outside of school and work. 

Entertainment at the Youth Center was supplied by a 
myriad of games including: chess, ping-pong, foosball, 
table golf, pool and air hockey along with a T.V. set. 

A rather old, but nonetheless adequate basketball hoop 
and board behind the Hooper building was also very pop- 
ular with both the boys and girls as they engaged in 
innumerable games with the Center Director, Will Corbett. 
To compliment this there was also a youth basketball 
league which attracted an additional 22 boys and girls 
to become members at the Walpole youth center. Games 
were held at the Hubbard Gymnasium with separate boy 

and girl teams representing Bellows Falls, Alstead and 
Walpole. 

Snacks are available at the Youth Center and besides 
the traditional candy and soda, Will also offered equal- 
ly tasty wholesome, nutritious munchies purchased from 
the Corner Store in Bellows Falls. 

To supplement the regular Friday and Saturday night 
programs, special events were organized and run with 
use of the Fall Mt. YMCA Youth Mobile. These activities 
included bowling in Keene, movies at Windham College, 
rock climbing and rappeling with Les Greene and his staff 
from Project Challenge, roller skating in Brattleboro, 
snow shoeing, a climb of Mt. Monadnock where Will and 
Center members assisted N.H. State Park Rangers in clean- 
ing trails, ice-skating at Vermont Academy, X-Country 
skiing and a community project in recognition of Earth 
Day by which the Prospect Hill roadside was cleared of 
all litter from town to the Hooper Institute. To help 
put a dent in the Youth Center budget deficit, a combined 
bake-sale-car-wash was held last Spring in the Savings 
Bank parking lot. 

Two extra special events were also held, a Boston 
Red Sox ball game at Fenway and a major rock concert at 
the Springfield Civic Center under the supervision of 
Will Corbett and an adult chaperone. 

Will also worked with members of the Youth/Adult 
Advisory Board headed by Mrs. Betty Macri. The Board 
supplied Will with support and feedback on his programs 
and in obtaining chaperones to assist him at the Youth 
Center. He also received supportive assistance from 
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Mr. Tom Baldwin of the Walpole Police and former Hooper 
Institute Director, David Blair. 

The 1977-78 season, being held at the Hooper 
building again thanks to the Town Selectmen and Hooper 
Board of Directors, is taking off where it left off last 
year. Center Director Will Corbett is again receiving 
invaluable assistance from the Youth/Adult Advisory 
Board headed this year by Mrs. JoAnne Worcester, Mr. 
Baldwin and the new Hooper Director, Eloise Clark. Rev. 
Raymond Fenner of the Congregational Church is also help- 
ing in securing adult chaperones for the Youth Center. 
In addition to last year's games another pool table has 
been added, but more importantly, a Pioneer SX-550 stereo 
receiver, two KLH speakers and a Craig tape player were 
purchased by the Fall Mt. YMCA to fill the need for a 
quality sound system at the Youth Center. This acquisi- 
tion was aided by the help of Mr. Wes Davey. 

Special events are becoming a monthly activity this 
year at the Youth Center as Will has already taken a 
group to a major rock concert at the Springfield Civic 
Center and will do so again at the end of January. Feb- 
ruary will see another youth group travel to the Boston 
Garden to view a Boston Bruins hockey game thanks to the 
generosity of a local business man donating box seat 
tickets. 

Cigarette smoking is allowed, but in no way encour- 
aged at the Youth Center in light of serious health 
hazards now aware to the public. Will has taken on an 
informal campaign to broaden the awareness of youth and 
to educate them on the grave dangers presented to smokers 
as well as non-smokers on this carcinogen's usuage. 

Will also used this casual approach to other impor- 
tant concerns including energy conservation which was 
supplemented by an appearance at the Youth Center of the 
"Great New England Energy Show" and will be followed up 
by films borrowed from the National Park Service in 
Washington, D. C. discussing such areas as solid waste 
Management, water and air pollution, recycling, energy 
and wildlife conservation as was done so last year. He 
also is in the process of attaching teenage drinking via 
educational yet cartoon-like posters depicting this 
situation. 

Snacks this year are again being purchased from the 
Corner Store and this year from the Walpole Village 
Store. 

Other activities planned this year include a trip 
to the Dartmouth Observatory, X-country skiing, winter 
camping, ice fishing, swimming at the Keene YMCA pool, 
snow-shoeing and tournaments of ping-pong, chess, foo .-- 
ball, and pool. 
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We wish to thank all the people from the town of 
Walpole for their support in making this valuable pro- 
gram possible for the young people of the community.

I would like to submit my report for the year 1977. 
We have answered 60 calls this year, 40 in Walpole and 
20 Mutual Aid calls. They are as follows: 


12-chimney 8-building 3-auto 10-rescue 


Mutual Aid calls: 


7-Bellows Falls 2-Putney 1-No. Walpole 
3-Westminster 2-Westmoreland 
3-Alstead 2-Surry 


Fire loss in dollars was around $100,000 and was 
relatively small compared to number of fires we had. 


New coats, boots, helmets and fire hose were put to 
good use. We are doing a good job keeping our equipment 
up to date and in good condition. We have a very good 
Maintenance schedule set up for keeping our trucks in the 
condition they should be in. 


The original fire alarm bell was installed on the roof 
of the fire station this summer, at the time the new roof 
was put on. The belfry was a gift of Roger Santaw, 
which was very much appreciated by everyone. 


I meet with the truck committee several times this year. 
I think they have done a very good job. 


As you can see by the number of fires this year that 
chimney fires are on the increase, this goes along with 
the trend today of burning wood to conserve energy. It 
would be better if people would find out how to take 
care of their stoves and clean their chimney. 


I have inspected several chimney and stove installation 
on request. I do hope more people will ask to have 
this service done as I do believe we can help them, also 
we possibly can cut down the number of fire calls.

The original study committee, which prepared the data 
leading up to the Warrant article, was invited to remain 
intact and all members agreed to continue their work 
with the Fire Commission in getting out specifications 
and helping select the needed equipment.

(1) BIDS AND ORDERS 


Immediately following the March 1977 Annual Fire Dist- 
rict Meeting, the Apparatus Purchase Committee began the 
long process of obtaining final specifications and 
dealing with competitive bids. Early indications were 
very discouraging, due to rapid upward changes in prices 
which made all basic calculations inaccurate from one day 
to the next! By the time that final bids were available 
it was a very tight situation and we were taking a long 
look at cutting out some very desired features from the 
Original specifications. 


The first decision was to buy the desired chassis (cab, 
frame & motor) locally and then to contract with a fire 
equipment manufacturer to build the body to custom speci- 
fications. Based on this decision, competive chassis 
bids were requested from Fall Mountain Motors (Ford): 
Adams Garage (GMC); Ed's Equipment, Claremont (Inter- 
national); and Bergevin Truck Sales (International). The 
low bid was submitted by Bergevin and the chassis order 
was placed in September, 1977. 


The best bid for the custom body and pump assembly was 
offered by Middlesex Fire Equipment Co., Montpelier, 
Vermont. Before issuing a final contract with Middlesex, 
all three Commissioners and three committee members spent 
@ full day visiting this facility; the personal interest 
shown by this company and their body-building capabil- 
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ities made a very satisfactory impression on all members 
of the inspection group and a contract for the final 
design was placed by the Fire Commissioners. 


(2) FINAL SPECIFICATIONS (CHASSIS) 


The new apparatus will be a 4-wheel drive Diesel 
powered 1000 gallon pumper. The chassis will be an 
INTERNATIONAL 2050, 184" wheelbase, 120" cab to axle, 
with fibreglass hood and automatic radiator shutter. The 
engine is a 6-cylinder, 210 horsepower International 
Diesel DT-466 with a 14" (2) plate clutch. The trans- 
mission is an Allison 5-speed Automatic with range 
selector. The front wheel drive unit will be a Howe- 
Coleman 16,000 lb. capacity axle, assembled at their 
plant. Brakes will be air-operated from a 12 cu. ft. 
compressor with anti-skid control. Tires will be 10.00x 
20 traction tread type. Gross vehicle weight 32,000 lbs. 


(3) FINAL SPECIFICATIONS (BODY & PUMP) 


Middlesex Fire Equipment Co. will design and build to 
Walpole Fire District specifications as follows: - 1,000 
GPM midship mounted Darley single-stage Champion pump 
with electric prime; 500 gallon copper alloy water tank; 
3200 feet of 4" hose on a rear mounted hydraulic powered 
reel; (2) 600 foot each electric hose reels mounted 
midship; (3) 5" suction hoses; 12' roof ladder; 24! ext- 
ension ladder; midship pump control panel with swing-out 
control access; provision for full equipment storage in 
vented and lighted compartments to be built-in to 
specifications. 


(4) COMPLETION DATE 


As of January 1978 the chassis is located at the Howe- 
Coleman factory where the front end unit is being fitted 
to the chassis; delivery to Middlesex is scheduled for 
early February. The next stage is the pump installation, 
followed by the custom design and fitting of the 500 
gallon tank. Then comes the main skeleton of the body 
and the mounting of the hose reels. Final body work, 
doors and compartments are then a@ded. Final completion 
and delivery is expected to be early June, 1978. 


(5) NOTES OF INTEREST 


The $60,000 appropriation by the Fire District proved 
to be very, very tight figuring, due to upward spiraling 
prices and during the course of many lengthy meetings 
this committee and the Commissioners were practically 
forced to pass over the feature of an automatic trans- 
mission in order to keep within the planned budget. 
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The Firemen’s Beano Committee stepped in with the offer 
to contribute the extra expense to provide this very 
vital option and the Commission accepted gratefully. On 
behalf of all residents of the Fire District we take this 
opportunity to publicly express thanks to the Beano 
members for this very generous and valuable gift. 


Commenting further on the subject of cost increases, it 
should be pointed out that the planned timetable for 
purchasing this appartus was accelerated somewhat faster 
than originally planned; this was not a step taken light- 
ly. The decision to move right ahead was taken on the 
basis that;-(a) The type of equipment and the source 
had been established as thoroughly as possible; (b) The 
committee leg-work and the necessary studies were com- 
plete; (c) Costs were continuing to jump alarmingly, 
month to month, so why not get the job in the works and 
"peg" our figures against further increases. 


The last item is a note on plans for disposal of the 
old FWD Pumper which the new engine is to replace. A 
reasonable return for the sale of this unit would be a 
great benefit to the District. Just as soon as possible 
a printed flyer complete with pictures, specifications, 
etc., will be printed up and a copy will be mailed dir- 
ectly to fire departments all over the New England area. 
It seems very reasonable to assume that a fair and quick 
sale of this machine can be made in this way. 
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FIRE DISTRICT COMMITTEE FOR FIRE HOUSE SITE 


This committee was established by the Fire Commissioners 
under a vote passed at the Fire District meeting to estab-— 
lishaa long range study committee for a fire building 
Site. 


The committee, then, is for study - not negotiation; 
and the object is a site for a fire department house 
rather than a house. Finally, this is a “long range" 
study - and the Fire Commissioners have charged us “try 
to imagine what the needs of the town of Walpole will be 
ten to twenty years from now, concerning the growth of 
the*town;,, etoasus%s 


To be specific on this last point, we are using 1970 
generally as a base and will attempt to forsee needs for 
the year 1990. 


On this basis we have three points to pass along: 


1. In 1970 the town had 662 taxable pieces of property 
which had buildings on them; in 1977 there are 815; in 
1990 we estimate there will be 1015. 


2. At the last census in 1970 Walpole's population 
was 2966. In 1977, using the 1970 ratio of population to 
buildings, the population is about 3580. In 1990, at the 
same rate, the population would be 4460. (In the above, 
the 1990 figures are essentially an extra-polation of 
our 1970-1977 experience. Consequently, no provision 
has been made for companies which might move into the 
area in the next 12 years and bring or attract added 
residents.) 





3. Turning now to the trend in demand for service, the 
total number of calls, both local and mutual aid, works 


out as follows: Actual 1970 25 
Est. 1977 62 
Est. 1990 150 


The next two points we will be considering are: 


1. A list of those factors whichaffect the desirability 
of a site, and against which any site could be evaluated, 
and 2. The completion of a town map which will show 
houses built since the last town history (1962) and 
particularly those covered by building permits issued in 
1970 and thereafter. This, we believe, will show the 
geographical growth trends which the fire department 
will probably be serving in the next twelve years. 
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Any member of the committee will be glad to accept 
comments and suggestions on this project which has 


implications for all of us.
